One of the greatest dangers in a 
rapidly growing city is the creation of 
For that reason Edmon-

two reasons: 


1. Because a policy of erecting shacks 
that will do for the “time being” will tend 
to relax the effort to secure an adequate 
housing program that will supply decent 
accommodation for everybody, 

2. Because it is a matter of experience 
that two-room shacks which are supposed 
to form the nucleus of more substantial 
dwellings or which are supposed to be con- 


verted into garages later seldam do under- 
go this later conversion. 
improved they usually deteriorate and 
form the nucleus of nothing but a down- 
at-heels slum area. 

It is impossible to exaggerate the 
dangers of slums.

Slums breed disease. They breed crime. 


They are a large contributing factor in 
juvenile delinquency, 

Wherever sociological surveys have 
been made to discover the causes of 
unsocial or anti-social phenomena, slum 
life always stands out as one of the prime 


causes, For example, the survey made 


by the University of Chicago in Chicago's 
“black belt” in 1946 revealed very clearly 


that unwholesome living conditions had 


more to do with Negro unrest in that city 
than anything else, 

If housing conditions are so desperate 
in Edmonton as to compel the erection of 
these shacks, the city should piace a 
much briefer time limit on their occupancy 
than three years, Otherwise they will linger 
on to debauch the living standards of Ed- 
monton people.

The Stocks 


Editor, Bulletin—One of what 
I consider to be the chief reasons 
for the demand for increased 
railway freight rates seems to es- 
cape the notice of those who ex- 
press opinions on the subject. 

It is purely and simply that the 
railroads base their rates upon 
the profits made by manufactur- 
ers and others selling the pro- 
duets hauled by the railroads. 

When the railroads find that 
the consumers or buyers are pay- 
ing higher prices for goods haul- 
ed they decide “here, we want a

Housing Projects 


By George Prudham 
President National House 
Builders Association of 
Canada 
W. J. Williams, in his letter of 
October 5th, made some rather 
abusive insifuations about the 
writer and the National House 
Builders Association, We do not 
propose to enter into a contro- 
versy with Mr, Williams, but we 
do think that it is time for more 
sane thinking about this housing 

problem. 

We have no quarrel with the 
Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation, officials, We believe 
they are sincere men and are try- 
ing to do a good job. Nevertheless 
we do not think that they are 
absolutely imfallible and any 
criticism we offer is intended to 
be friendly and constructive, We 
have no quarrel with them for 
the emergency shelter which they 
provided immediately after the 
war, but we do think that it is 
time that we are starting toplan 
for permanent accommodation, 

A lot of the emergency housing 
that was provided is an absolute 
disgrace to the community It 
was intended as emergency hous- 
ing only, but has now been occu- 
pied three or four years There 
are several bad slum areas which 
are largely occupied by veterans 
—109th street north of the sub- 
way—106th street at the old 
American air base; and, as Mr. 
Williams says, many basements 
and attics that are not fit for 
habitation, Now the question is 
—how should these people be 
provided for? 

Members of the Edmonton 
House Builders Association have 
made several surveys of these 
areas by a door-to-door canvass 
and have found that a large per- 
centage of these people are anxi- 
ous to own their own homes, 
Many of them are able to make a 
down payment of $500 to $800 and 
capable of paying $40 to $45 or 
$50 per month, 

We will have 1200 “wartime 
houses” in Edmonton when the 
present project of 250 is com- 
pleted. Mr. Williams claims that 
these houses are better and 
cheaper than any produced by 
private builders. We challenge 
him om this statement as the 
actual cost of these buildings has 
never been made public, and any- 
one familiar with the appearance 
of these houses will not say that 
they are better houses. 


Subsidy 
Project 


The City of Edmonton is com- 
mitted to a subsidy of approxi- 


mately two million dollars on 
these 1200 houses by way of 
taxes, land and_ utilities, The 


first project, 350 houses, started 
in 1943—by means of land and 
utilities, approximately $1100 per

and tax subsidy, ap- 
proximately $1650 
per unit 
1946—150 houses by land 
and tax subsidy, ap-

If and when these houses are 
solc, the city wil! receive some 
compensation for the land, but at 
the present time the above

It is our opinion that our city 
has gone to the limit in subsi- 
dizing rental schemes, but we 
do think they could make a real 
contribution by concentrating on 
the provision of Jand and ser- 
vices, at 4 reasonable cost, for 
new homes 

These 1,200 houses should ac- 
commodate 1,200 yeterans and

Providing 


Loans 

The chief function of the Cen- 
tral Mortgage and Housing is te 
provide loans jointly with the 
mortgage companies on residen- 
tial property, The National Hous- 
ing Act as originally passed by 
the Dominion parliament provid- 
éd for loans to approximately 90 
percent of the cost of a house, 
In actual practice the loans are 
only 70 to 80 percent of the cost, 
This makes it very difficult for 
young people, who have only 
recently established their fami- 
lies, to provide the necessary 
down payment, The actual carry~ 
ing charges on loans, including 
taxes, is less than rent for similar 
accommodation, Using the $37.50 
per month rent which will be 
charged on the latest Wartime 
Housing project as an example, 
allowing $12 for taxes and in- 
surance, the balance will provide 
interest and principal payments 
on a loan of approximately $5,000. 
This monthly payment will pay 
for the loan in thirty years and 
every payment that the purchaser 
makes increases his equity, In 
thirty years he owns his home, 
whereas under the Wartime Hous- 
ing rent scheme he has nothing 
whatever to show but a bunch 
of receipts, 


Rental 
Housing 

We realize that a certain 
amount of rental housing Is need- 
ed, but, that being the case, why 
is the Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation selling the 
first wartime houses built In Ed- 
monton and at the same time 
bringing extreme pressure on the 
municipality to subsidize new pro- 
jects, We contend that as long as 
rental housing is needed they 
should keep the “wartime houses” 
for that purpose, Further, we 
think that a veteran oceupying a 
“wartime house” should pay rent 
on the basis of his income, There 
are many people occupying these 
houses who could well afford to 
buy or rent better accommoda- 
tion for themselves and release 
the accommodation for those who 
are in need of a subsidy. 

More and more houses ts the 
only solution for the present 
emergency, The number of houses 
that can be built Is limited by 
finance, manpower, and supply of 
materials available, She wartime 
housing scheme does not produce 
any more houses, Our association 
has proved that the wartime house 
ing, through their purchasing 
agent, has over bid the market on 
different occasions and thereby 
contributed to the increased cost 
of materials for not only their 
own protects, but for all houses 
built in this area, 

We wish to assure Mr, Williams 
that our Association will constant- 
ly strive (fight) to produce more, 
better and cheaper houses for the 
veterans and for all citizens, It 
takes but little more time, energy 
and money to produce a good 
house than it does a make-shift, 
Further. we believe that it is time 
the young people of this country 
were assisted to establish them- 
selves in homes of their own, and 
not forced into rental housin, 
schemes that are the potentia 
slum areas of the future,

It's probably correct to say that Henry Roche, whose 
retirement from the presidency of the Big Four inter-city 
baseball league due to pressure of business was an- 
nounced officially Tuesday, turns over to Calgary's Sam 
Irwin with few regrets. 

Mr. Roche experienced his headaches while handling 
the affairs of the circyit through its first two seasons. 
Principally there was the traditional Edmonton-Calgary 
rivalry with which to cope. Sometimes it was a healthy 
rivalry, one that was good for the league. At other times 
relations between team representatives, particularly, de- 
teriorated to lower levels. 

It’s no secret that the John Ducey-Sam Tim- 
mins feud, whatever its implications in the beginning 
(it was generally looked upon as good clean fun to 
start) had taken on a more sombre meaning near 
the end of the 1948 season. 

In fact ‘Jap’ Williams finally took over from ‘Sad 
Sam’ as representative of the Calgary Buffaloes at league 
gatherings. And if Ducey shed any tears over the substi- 
tution of Williams for the sad man the deluge wasn’t along 


copious lines.

Then there was the fact that a certain section of the 
Calgary press went out of its way to make it tough for 
Mr. Roche. 

In this connection the retired league head was the 
victim of a number of well-intentioned, but ill-advised 
pressure moves from this end of the loop to swing the dis- 
sident fourth-estaters into line. 

Understand Mr. Roche had nothing to do with these 
moves. But they boomeranged in his direction nevertheless. 

Definitely he did not get what is known as “a good 
press” in the Cowtown sheets, And while Mr. Roche 
never has indicated, one way or the other, that he has 
“those ears,” presumably he was at a loss at times to 
understand the attitude of the Calgary typewriter slaveys, 

Petty situations were seized upon and the mole-hill 
quickly ballooned into a mountain. “Roche is too close to 
Ducey,” they harped. “Edmonton teams get all the best 
of it when he hands down a decision.” 

For instance there was the time Jimmy Gibson, 
manager of the Buffs, took his team off the diamond 
to cut short the opening game of the league semi- 
finals, For this Gibson should have got “life.” 

When President Roche—after considerable consulta- 
tion, including the calling of at least one extraordinary 
after-midnight meeting—suspended the Buff manager 
“for the balance of the series” it brought on the usual 
outburst from the Calgary press row.

They instructed the city commis- 
sioners to formulate regulations 
governing the erection of these 
structures, and requested the city 
solicitor to prepare the amendment 
to the building bylaw to permit the 
construction of 
dwellings, 


either living in sub-standard tem- 
porary quarters, or those who wish 
to erect sub-standard residences, 


Spiralling rise in building costs 
make it prohibitive for many peo- 
ple to erect even minimum stan- 
dard homes in the inner zone, they 
said, 


THREE AREAS 

Tentative areas in which the gar- 
age-type houses would be erected 
are in the vicinity of the Burns Co. 
plant, North Edmonton; the area 
west of 127 street and north of 120 
avenue, and an area south of 76 
@venue and east of Mill Creek, 

The city would rent land in these 
@reas to prospective builders at®a 
mominal rental. The period of 
rental would be for three years. 

The short term rental period is 
fixed to prevent any trend to per- 
manancy, and aldermen were em- 
phatic that the scheme would be 
limited as to duration, 

Caveats will be taken on all 
leases to ensure the civic adminis- 
tration close control to prevent the 
creation of slum areas in the desig- 
nated districts, 

The garage-type houses would be 
of standard design and size, The 
size suggested 
Architect R. F. Duke is 12 by 22 
feet outside dimensions. They 
would be constructed on wood sills 
to permit moving them at the ex- 
piration of the lease period. 


UTILITY SERVICE 

The property would be serviced 
with electricity, water and scav- 
enger service, and if possible nat- 
ural gas. 

All three areas tentatively select- 
ed as sites for these houses are 
within three blocks of transporta- 
tion. 

Tenants would be _ prohibited 
from adding to the structures, 

The houses would be placed on 
33 foot lots.
